Most of Mr. M arshall’s address cen­ 
tered about the “money article” in the 
im peaehinent (b arg es, one, two and 
six. T hese charge larceny, in that he 
converted to his own use moneys eon 
tributed for his cam paign, and 
per­ 
jury. in that he gave a false affidavit 
in support of an inaccurate cam paign 
statem ent. 
Mr. M arshall said no larceny exist­ 
ed, because the money cam e into Sill- 
zer’s hands legally, and that the charge 
of perjury was groundless because the 
law never required an affidavit to a 
cam paign statem ent. 
F urther, he argued, the 
governor 
to n ig h t the sta tem en t correct when 
he sfgned it. 
P eck’s testim ony that he was ask ­ 
ed by the governor to deny a $.100 
cam paign contribution under oath was 
term ed a "brazen invention.” 
T he attorney poinVd ou that P eck ’s 
d ep a rtm en t—he is superintendent of 
public w orks—had been under investi­ 
gation and that “irregularities of a 
serious n a tu re ” had been tound. 
Pe*k had a strong motive for In­
